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New Posfage Rate 
Creates Provisional, 
What Do You Think? 


The change in postage rates 
from 2c to 3c for letters for local 
delivery which became effective 
March 26th brings up a big prob- 
Jem for many business firms 
which either have a large supply 
of 2c stamps which the postoffice 
will not redeem or who have a 
Jarge supply of the 2c stamped 
envelope which now has no earth- 
ly value as a piece of postal sta- 
tionery except by adding other 
stamps to it. 
We have already received from 
Mr. J. M. Siegel of Chicago a 
cover which seems to create a 
new stamp in some manner or 
other, for it ties together a 
stamped envelope and a meter in 
such manner that they are one 
item. The meter marking is print- 
ed directly over the 2c red stamp- 
ed enevlope and thus is a part 
of the stamp, since one can not 
be separated from the other. It 
really seems to be a provisional 
which if never recognized as such 
certainly is worthy of collector 
interest and record in stampic 
history. 
The meter mark is directly over 
the stamp which is in effect a 
cancellation, yet the meter is of 
lc value and the stamp is of 2c 
value, making a 3c rate. The stamp 
is not canceled except if we con- 
sider the meter mark as a cancel- 
lation which it is not. It is appar- 
ent that the postal clerk who 
this piece of mail had a 
problem to solve since he is sup- 
posed to cancel all stamps. How- 
ever meters do not require can- 
cellations and what was the clerk 
o do. The stamp came through 
‘Wihout the government cancel- 

fon evidently the meter mark 
tcepted as a cancellation. 
“Whether done by the P. O. 
Plerk or by someone else we do 
not know, but in the upper right 
corner of the envelope, above the 
2c stamped envelope imprint 
someone has written with a blue 
pencil, “O. K. 2c” and above the 
left end of the meter mark, there 
is written in the same manner 
“O. K. 1c.” Thus the meter and 
stamp are authenticated as mak- 
ing 3c postage paid. 

This is a mos. extraordinary 
and unusual combination and 
makes a , roblem for the catalog- 
uers to ponder over. 








Unusual Registry Cancel 


Is Used At Milwaukee 


When a collector finds an un- 
Usual cancellation he is always 
interested in saving it. Many such 
cancels come from the effort of 
someone who prevails upon a small 
town postmaster to use such can- 
cel or from the fact that someone 
in a small in a small postoffice 
May be enough of a stamp fiend 
himself to create such a cancel. 

In every instance where such 
Cancels are created they are of 
far less interest to collectors than 
if they come from a source which 

created them without any 
thought of intriguing a stamp col- 
or. 

Such a cancel has appeared 
from Milwaukee, Wisconsin and 
comes to us on a registered cover 
bearing a pair of the current 9 
cent stamps which permits the 
cancel to show up beautifully.

REPORT OF THE P. M. G. 


Following extracts are from the 
report of Postmaster General 
Frank C, Walker, for the fiscal 
year ending June 30. 1943. 

“In the face of a heavy loss of 
experienced manpower due to the 
enlistment of some 32,000 postal 
employees in our armed forces, 
postal business for the past fiscal 
year exceeded all expectations. 
There were received, transported, 
and delivered 32,818,261,854 
pieces of mail, weighing 3,291,346 
tons, which was 2,700,628,394 
pieces, or 46,627 tons more than 
were handled the previous year.” 


New 8c Air Mail 
Stamp, An Orphan 


The new 8c Air Mail stamp 
came out true to advance informa- 
tion. Our picture of the stamp 
two weeks ago was the first illus- 
tration of the stamp in any Pub- 
lication. This stamp in the de- 
sign of the old series is in effect 
not a part of that series but an or- 
phan which will sandwich in be- 
tween the old series and a new 
series that must come to care for 
the new rate schedule. 

Hopes of collectors are that this 
new series will give us the long 
rumored set of Action Pictures of 
our Air Army together with the 
Transport division as well as the 
mail service by air. It would be 
a splendid tribute to the men who 
are serving their country. 

Covers for the new 8c stamp 
mailed at Washington on the 21st 
were in our mail box Thursday 
morning and we want to thank The 
Fleetwood Cover Service of Mt. 
Vernon, N. Y., Sam Avy Jr., of 
Piqua, Ohio, Cachet-Craft Cover 
Service of Framingham, Mass., 
Athol W. Cliff of Millburn, N. J., 
and Abram LeGallez of Slinger- 
lands, N. Y., for covers. The lat- 
ter being a specially developed 
photo cachet which his hand col- 
ored, a technique which Mr. Le- 
Gallez has developed and which 
produces an especially attractive 
cover. As a whole, all the cachets 
we have thus far received are 
above average. 


Tale Of A Collector 
In An Army Camp 


When I came into the army two 
years ago, I didr’t think that I 
could carry on my stamp collect- 
ing activities while performing 
my military duties. 

As Uncle Sam would have it, 
I soon found myself in the Per- 
manent Party of a large Training 
Camp in the West, sent for my 
collection, and tucked it into a 
corner of my foot-locker. 

I spent more and more of my 
spare time on building up my 
collection, until it started grow- 
ing and growing like an uncheck- 
ed Ogre—Gradually forcing all 
clothes, toilet articles and so 
forth out of my foot-locker into 
hiding places—under my mat- 
tress—in the pockets of hanging 
clothes etc. 

Last Saturday, during regular 
inspection, our Commanding Of- 
ficer made the mistake of opening 
my foot-locker to inspect it.

Michael Kosko of Cleveland 
shows four new ones all with his 
corner ecard imprint which will 
keep his name before the collect- 
ors in years to come. 

From N. Leroy Carpenter of 
Holliston, Mass., three new covers 
of which two are of the 1944 Vic- 
tory Garden variety and the other 
bears a timely bit of wording from 
an American Soldier. 

J. N. Lawrence of San Diego 


continues with his novel series and 
the latest at hand says, “Don’t

The occasion’ was the 
birthday of Sun Yat Sen who 
founded the modern Chinese re- 
public.”

DEATH OF WM. H. FIELD 











Our first acquaintance with 
William H. Field was many years 
ago when he was a resident of 
Cleveland, Ohio. Later he moved 
to Columbus and was active in 
Philatelic circles for many years 
in that city. He possessed an ex- 
cellent collection of United States, 
also had a very fine collection of 
France. 

It was while a resident of Col- 
umbus that “Billy” took a fancy 
to Precancels.

While at Chicago recently, through the courtesy of Roy M. Lyn- 
ness, one of our loyal A. P. S. members, I was invited to broadcast 
from Station W. L. S. With Roy’s help, we worked out the following 
broadcast. It is submitted with the thought that it is a form to be used 
on any number of occasions when one of our chapters has an oppor- 
tunity for a broadcast.

ANNOUNCER: Almost everyone has a hobby of one sort or an- 
other—something he follows, not as a means of making a living, but 
®for relaxation and fun. It is in- 


teresting, therefore, every once in 
a while to take a look at the othe 
er fellow’s hobby and try to ape ° 
preciate it from his point of view. 
‘Today, we have with us in the 
studio, a man who is qualified to 
speak for the stamp collectors of 
the country. He is Donald F. Ly- 


barger of Cleveland, Ohio, an 
attorney, and at present. the 
County Recorder there. This 


year, Mr. Lybarger is President 
of the American Philatelic So- 
ciety, our oldest and largest na- 
tional association of stamp col- 
lectors. 

My Lybarger, how many stamp 
collectors are there in the United 
States? 

LYBARGER: We have no exact 
count, Mr. Lynnes, but the esti- 
mate runs as high as ten million. 

ANNOUNCER: Then you would 
say the hobby is qiute extensive? 

LYBARGER: Yes, it is enjoy- 
ed universally, and by folks of 
every age and walk of life. It 
can be followed by the school 
boy, with very little to spend, by 
the man or woman of modest 
means, and by the person able to 
spend a lot of money as well. 

ANNOUNCER: Mr. -Lybarger, 
how are the stamp collectors ore 
ganized? 


LYBARGER: We have found it 
of mutual helpfulness to come to- 
gether in local clubs, which are 
found in every city and village, 
and in a_ national association, 
such as the American Philatelic 
Society. Here we enjoy the hobby 
together, profit by one another’s 
experience, publish a monthly 
magazine dealing with stamp 
topics, conduct a sales depart- 
ment for the disposal of stamps, 
and hold an annual convention 
and exhibit. 

ANNOUNCER: I want to ask, 
Mr. Lyberger, what influence the 
war has had on your hobby? 

LYBARGER: Well, Mr. Lynnes, 
it has had a marked effect in 
many respects. Of course, every 
collector is doing just as all loyal 
Americans today — going after 
War Savings Stamps and Bonds. 
As a matter of fact, many folks 
are building serious collections of 
War Savings Stamps so they may 
hold them as collectors’ items. 
These will never be cashed, 
which means Uncle Sam _ will 
make a clean profit and not have 
to redeem them. 

The war has cut us off from 
many foreign stamp contacts, but 
has turned our attention, with re- 
newed intensity, to stamps avail- 
able here. Last year the United 
States issued a set of 12 five cent 
stamps in honor of the occupied 
nations of Europe. These have 
been very popular, and there is 
talk of a similar set for the ene- 
my held countries of Asia. 

ANNOUNCER: Then you would 
say that the hobby of stamp col- 
lection has a definite part to play 
in war time? 

LYBARGER: Yes, I would. Of 
course, many collectors are now

William H. Field. 

It is with the deepest regret 
that I must report the passing of 
William H. Field on March 5th 
at Saint Petersburg Fla. He had 
been in Florida but a short time 
when stricken with a heart at- 
tack which terminated the life of 
one of our most beloved and ar- 
dent Precancel collectors and Pio- 
neers. It was but a short month 
ago that he spent several days 
in Columbus checking a large for- 
eign and U. S. collection which 
he had stored in the vaults of 
a Columbus Bank. He also spent 
on this visit, much of his time 
with his friend C. W. Sachs I 
missed seeing him by the closest 
of connections. I shall always re- 
gret that. “Billy” Fields as his 
friends were won to affectionate- 
ly call him will long be remem- 
bered by those of us who knew 
him. 

U-Types. 

I have several letters in res- 
ponse to my request for material 
to write about. I am very grate- 
ful for these letters. Here is the 
first article. Any one who reads 
my column of course notes my 
reference to U-14, U-121, B2, etc. 
When a catalog was first thought 
of for precancels one of the first 
things that became apparent was 
the likeness of styles of type used 
by certain cities.

many towns. These too could be 
segregated at a convenient place 
in the catalog for handy ref-rence. 
The U-Types number up to U-127 
but there are missing numbers in 
this lineup as numbers were pur- 
posely left open at the proper 
divisions for the possible ‘inser- 
tion of new or unlisted types with- 
out disturbing the arrangement of 
the Style chart. When the Bureau 
Prints came along it was very 
easy to use a B instead of a U. 
What does U stand for wll it 
means Universal Style just why 
or who applied the term I don’t 
know. B of course stand for Bur- 
eaus but that term is gradually 
being dropped from the catalog, 
a check will show you that only 
the old type coils and the issue 
just previous to the presidentials 
retain the B ahead of its catalog 
number. All old style Bureaus 
sheet stamps and all Presidentials 
and succeeding issues are sans 
the B. You can still get a style 
chart that shows all the U and B 
types as used in the precancel 
catalogs from Hoover Bros. whose 
ad you must see each week in 
LINNS. A word more, there are 
other preczncel types that can- 
not be classified under U-styles. 
These are handled in the cata- 
logs by description or by illustra- 
tion. 


Detroit 471 

No. 471 is the WIDE DEFENSE 
bureau. It seemed apparent at 
time of publication of the cata- 
log that this item in blocks was 
going to be much scarcer than 
singles. To be conservative the 
catalog pricers placed a price of 
60c for a block, 6c for a single. 
This of course showed that there 
was some considerable usage of 
the stamp in singles. Now sup- 
plies have turned up and Hoover 
Bros. announce the price has 
been reduced to 40c per block. 
I’ll bet the publishers are glad 
they didn’t go wild on that one, 
and this is not implying that 
they go wild on any item. They 
are too conservative to suit a 
lot of dealers I know of. 
Lima, Ohio 

Lima has produced one very 
scarce bureau print the 1-21 and 
which was listed at $2.50 in the 
last catalog and now it seems 
that the lc NARROW DEFENSE 
might be a good item if not in 
singles at least in blocks. This 
item is on a lot of want lists and 
has not been bathtubbed very 
extensively. Just recently I re- 
ceived a piece of mail from an 
entirely non-philatelic source 
that leads me to believe that the 
use of bureau print precancels 
might soon be a thing of the 
past at Lima. The piece of mail 
was a finely lithographed form 


/ letter from the CITY LOAN tell- 
}} ing me how nice and easy it was 


to borrow money from _ them. 
Which of course is all well and 
good but the CITY LOAN was 
the largest and perhaps the only 
user of LIMA bureau prints and 
the above mentioned piece of 
mail was franked with all things 
a type of PAID PERMIT. It 
was not a meter mail but was 
press printed and the PERMIT 
part was made to resemble a 
stamp to a great degree. So I 
am afraid its goodby Lima Bu- 
reau Prints, 
Notes 

Here is a list of Flag Stamp 
precancels, submitted by Carl D. 
Bibo of Santa Fe, N. Mex. Raton, 
N. Mex. (Netherlands); La Jun- 
ta, Colo., same; Denver, Colo., 
( ania); West Winfield, N. Y.

(Czechoslovakia).—One of the very 
popular items in a recent Hoover 
auction was a 2lc Presidential 
from Provo, Utah.

but the majority would not.—A 
little aside from precancels, I 
noted a wholesale dealer offer- 
ing 2c United Nations (used) at 
40c per hundred. Now that may 
be a little high but that shows 
you why the new WAR stamps 
are not as common as the De- 
fense, any value of the Defense 
can be had for at least 15c per 
hundred used, maybe less. If 
they are not in general use they 
can hardly be precancelled.

Examine Every Stamp 
Rarity In A Mixture 


One of the most interesting 
things shown by the dealers at 
the Garfield-Perry Stamp Club 
bourse on March 10-12 was a 
beautiful copy of the 3c 1861 
printed on both _ sides. This 
stamp, incidentally is listed at 
$1200 in the Scott catalog and 
the copy shown was by the 
Buckey Stamp Co., of Dayton, 
Ohio. Mr. Buckey had it beau- 
tifully mounted in a hole cut in 
a black card and with a cello- 
phane shield on both sides so 
that the stamp could be seen 
from both sides. 

The front showed an ordinary 
nice copy of the 3c 1861, turn 
over and presto, there was a per- 
fect print of another stamp on 
the back. 

Mr. Buckey stated that the 
stamp had been found in a cheap 
mixture which his company had 
sold. The stamp was on a cover 
and thus the back was invisable 
but the buyer for some reason 
or other decided that he wanted 
the stamp off cover for his col- 
lection and when he soaked it 
off, the print on the back was 
visable. 

Thus we say, examine your 
stamps, many cheap stamps may 
turn out to be rarities if you 
know your stamps and probably 
many more stamps _ printed on 
back are stuck to covers or 
scraps of paper. Usually such 
varieties can be noted by hold- 
ing the cover to a strong light 
and it is not always necessary to 
remove such items from covers.

“Hunting for stamps is like pros- 
pecting for gold” remarked the 
Old Stamp Hunter when he drop- 
ped in day before yesterday. 

Prospectors say, “Gold is where 
you find it” and that applies as

“Here I’ve been hunting for 
stamps for over forty years, from 
Texas to Minnesota and from 
Rhode Island to California and 
now at this late day, I go down the 
Nassau street canyon and find 
some of what I want in Herst’s 
shop.”

I saw a janitor using a 
wooden box to stand on while he 
dusted the files and as the box 
seemed heavy asked what was in 
ag 

“Jess an old box we had in the 
old place” replied the janitor but 
when they opened it, to please me 
as well as satisfy their curiosity, 
it was packed full of old letters— 
all before the Civil War and they 
let me have them too. Then, in a 
Midwest courthouse, where I had 
the run of the old files, I was too 
cagy to look into any box marked 
later than 1871. I was the foxy 
collector who knew there was 
nothing of much interest in U. S. 
after that date. I found a pretty 
good lot but six months later my 
son-in-law, new at the game, 
brought me a wonderful lot of old 
U. S. from this same court house. 

He didn’t know anything about 
1871 or any other date, looked in 
all the boxes and, as they had a 
fire years ago and had re-filed old 
correspondence without any con- 
sideration of dates, he found a lot 
of real old time covers including 
several Overland and Pony Ex- 
press markings. You just can’t 
tell—stamps are where you find 
them and now I am going to pros- 
pect some more in this Canyon.”

in the armed forces. On the home 
front, frequently we are working 
long hours and are tense from 
the added burden which war 
rightfully must impose. There is 
no better way to relax and for- 
get one’s troubles than by turn- 
ing to a hobby such as ours. 

ANNOUNCER: It occurs to me 
that stamp collecting should be 
of considerable use to men in our 
armed forces who have been con- 
fined to hospitals. Mr. Lybarger, 
what can you say as to this pos- 
sibility? 

LYBARGER:. Yes, our hobby 
lends itself very well to being 
followed by anyone who is hos- 
pitalized. Medical authorities at 
service hospitals have been quick 
to recognize this. Today, occupa- 
tional therapy, that is, work to 
keep wounded men occupied so 
far as their physical condition 
permits, is widely used. Stamp 
collecting con_es within this range. 
The authorities, therefore, have 
called for our help, and we have 
gladly responded by collecting 
many thousands of stamps for the 
use of our wounded service men. 
That is a small, but happy part 
we have been able to play as 
stamp collectors in these difficult 


war days. 
* * 


ANNOUNCER: Then I take it 
you would recommend stamp col- 
lecting for all of uur listeners. 

LYBARGER: I certainly would. 
Stamp collecting is known as the 
King of Hobbies and the Hobby 
of Kings. It is a hobby that is 
within reach of young and old, 
rich and poor. 

There are several important 
features to stamp collecting. First, 
it provides complete relaxation 
from regular daily tasks, and sec- 
ond, it teaches us the history and 
traditions of our country. There 
is also a third feature—the friend- 
ship angle. Stamp collecting has 
been responsible for establishing 
many lasting friendships. And if 
it accomplished nothing else, it is 
worthwhile from that standpoint 
alone. 

There seems to be a general idea 
that stamp collecting is confined 
mostly to youngsters. The fact is, 
however, that some of our great- 
est men in the country today have 
stamp collecting as their main 
hobby. Our most famous collector, 
as you probably know, is none 
other than esident Roosevelt. 

Even though a postage stamp 
may seem to many to be nothing 
more than a tiny bit of printed 
paper, there is something very fas- 
cinating about it. It has always 
had this fascination, too—for 
people began’ collecting stamps 
when the first adhesive postage 
stamp appeared in England in 1840. 

The nations of the world have 
written their history on postage 
stamps. Each stamp tells a story— 
interesting tales of adventure, ex- 
ploits of great generals, romance, 
and the struggles of oppressed 
people for freedom. Wars, many 
of which have changed the desti- 
nies of nations, victories, and 
deaths, have all been recorded on 
postage stamps. 

Do you know that 25 countries 
have honored Christopher Colum- 
bus with over 450 stamps?—And, 
beleive it or not, Italy, the land 
of his birth, has never so honored 
him. Stamp collectors discover 
many other interesting facts in the 
study of stamps. The le Colum- 
bian Exposition Stamp issued by 
the U. S. in 1893 shows Columbus 
in sight of land, holding a telescope 
in his hand—130 years before the 
telescope was invented. Have you 
heard story of Uncle Sam getting 
in George Washington’s hair? 
Well, take the common 2c red 
stamp showing a profile view of 
Washington. Turn the stamp side- 
wise with the face pointing down 
and you will see very distinctly

Freaks Bring Fancy 
Prices At Auction 


The auction of the Mint Sheet 
Brokerage Company at the 54th 
Annual Garfield-Perry Stamp 
Club show in Cleveland on March 
llth was attended by about 100 
active bidders and many good 
prices were realized for some of 
the choicer items. 

One of the interesting things in 
connection with this sale was the 
high prices that .were paid for 
freaks. Single copies of blocks of 
stamps printed on creased paper. 
fold overs, pieces with the center 
gutter between stamps and smear- 
ed printings. 

Years ago Bill Schneider of 
Cleveland who was a postoffice 
employee made a collection of 
such items and in its day it was 
probably urequaled in its kind. 
What ever became of it we do not 
know but it must have contained 
hundreds of such items from is- 
sues of past years and in those 
days few collectors would give a 
dollar for the most ridiculous of 
such varieties, they were con- 
sidered trash by most. 

Today it is not unusual to see 
such things sell at from a dollar 
to as much as fifty dollars or 
more and _ several such items 
in this sale brought good figures. 

Many find U. S. went over cat- 
alogue but the most poorly pat- 
ronized lots of the sale seemed 
to be a number of copies of the 
6c of the Bank Note issues which 
went begging at prices as low as 
a quarter or a third of catalog,

Please 
don’t misinterpret this informat- 
ion, this service has not been can- 
celled but just delayed for an 
indefinite period of time. So, 
don’t destroy the covers which 
have. been returned to you. but 
hold on to them (add an extra 2c 
postage on them) until informat- 
ion is given in this column re- 
garding the inauguration of ser- 
vice to this point. It may not be 
until after the war. however. 


So many readers of this column 
have written to me wanting to 
know what I mear. by backstamps 
on first flight covers and how to 
go about getting them, that I 
am going to take part of this col- 
umn to tell about the importance 
of these backstamps. 

To begin, what is a backstamp? 
A backstamp is a receiving can- 
cellation (usually a hand stamp) 
applied to the back of a piece of 
mail. This is important on first 
flight covers because it proves 
that the cover was flown on the 
first flight, and also shows the 
direction on which the cover was 
carried. In fact . first flight cov- 
ers (CAMs) without backstamps 
are practically ‘worthless’. and 
are not wanted by the majority of 
collectors. The catalogue value of 
a first flight cover is for covers 
with backstamps (even thought 
the catalogue does not state this.) 
On many occasions, I have seen 
very scarce first flight covers 
with high catalogue values) go 
unsold at auction sales because 
they weren't backstamped, and 
consequently there was no de- 
mand for them, I think that I am 
safe in saying that the backstamp 
is one of the most important 
things on a first flight cover. 
How do you get your first flight 
covers backstamped? Well, to be- 
gin with you DO NOT address 
them to your home address, but 
instead you address them to your- 
self care of General Delivery at 
some city on the same route as 
the new flight is (the terminal or 
intermediate stop is 
the best.) To take a concrete ex- 
ample, we will use the forth- 
coming flight of Salina, Kansas 
on AM-60, which is being added 
between Topeka, Kansas and Den- 
ver, Colorado (AM-60 is a Den- 
ver-Kansas City route); My cov: 
ers would not be addressed to me 
at Newark, New Jersey, but in- 
stead would be addressed to me 
care of General Delivery at one of 
the other points on the route. If 
I wanted them to go westbound, 
I would address them: 

SAMUEL S. GOLDSTICKER, JR. 
GENERAL DELIVERY 
DENVER, COLORADO. 

If I wanted them to go east- 
bound, I would address them in 
the same manner, but instead of 
Denver, Colorado I would ad- 
dress them at Kansas City, Mo., 
or Topeka, Kansas since both of 
these cities are east of Salina.

So, get your 
first flight covers backstamped. 
Incidently,. this article on back- 
stamps applies only to domestic 
first flight covers (CAMs). For- 
eign flight covers (FAMs) and 
Canadian firs. flight covers all 
receive backstamps: and _ back- 
stamps are not needed on Airport 
Dedication Covers (these can be 
addressed to your home address).

An office established short- 
l; after the discovery of gold in 
“Them Thayr Hills” about Coloma 
i:. 1848. For many years Fair Play 
was the meeting place for the 
miners and prospectors from miles 
around who came to replenish 
their larders and receive letters 
from home, so it is most probable 
that many of the prized early 
Pony Express and other rare cov- 
ers of the period may bear cancels
